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MAT THE vi. 13. 


Lead us not into Temptation. 


H E great and important Duty which 
KH is incumbent on Chriſtians, is to 


guard againſt all Appearance of Evil, 

to watch againſt the firſt Riſings in the Heart 
to Evil; to have a Guard upon our Actions, 
that they may not be ſinful, or ſo much as 
ſeem to be ſo. Tis true, the Devil is tempt- 
ing us continually, and our own evil Hearts 
are ready to join with. the Tempter, to make 
us fall into Sins, that he thereby may obtain a 
Victory over us; that we, my Brethren, may 
be his Subjects, his Servants, his Slaves, and 
then by and by he will pay us our Wages, 
which will be Death temporal, and Death 
eternal. Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, my Brethren, 
ſeeing how his People would be tempted, and 
how the great Enemy of their Souls would 
lay hold of every Opportunity,' ſo he could 
but be a Means of keeping poor Sinners from 
coming to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; he will hur- 
ry you with Temptation, to drive you to 
ſome great Sins; and then if he cannot gain 
you 
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you over, he will fall it to a ſmaller, and ſuits 
his Temptations Time after Time; and when 
he finds none of theſe Things will do, he often 
transforms himſelf into an Angel of Light, 
and by that Means, makes the Soul fall into 
Sin, to the Diſhonour of God, and the 
wounding of itſelf: The Lord Jeſus, I ſay, 
ſeeing how liable his Diſciples, and all others, 
would be to be overcome by Temptation, he 
therefore, adviſes them, when they pray, to 

| beg that he might not lead us into Temptati- 
on; for it is ſo dangerous, my Brethren, to 
engage ſo ſubtle and powerful an Enemy as 
Satan 1s, that we ſhall be overcome as often 
as we engage, unleſs he, that takes Poſſeſſion 


of the ſtrong Man armed, is on our Side. 
O, my Brethren, if you were left to your- 


ſelves, you would be overcome by every 
Temptation with which you are beſet. | 
| Theſe Words, my Brethren, are Part of 
the Prayer which Chriſt taught his Diſciples, 
and ſhall, therefore, make no doubt, but that 

ou all believe them to be true, ſince they are 
ſpoke by a God who cannot lie. And I ſhall

And firſt of all we are to conſider who is 
it that thus tempts ye. 

And this is Satan, the Prince of the Power 
of the Air, and he that now ruleth in the 
Children of Diſobedience ; he is an Enemy to 
God and Goodneſs, he is a Hater of all Truth; 
Why elſe, my Brethren, did he ſlander God 
in Paradiſe? Why did he tell Eve, you ſhall 
not ſurely die? He is full of Malice, Envy, 
and Revenge; For what Reaſons elle could 
induce him to moleſt innocent Man in Para- 
diſe? The Perſon that tempts ye, my Bre- 
thren, is remarkable for his Subtilty, for hav- 
ing not Power given him from above, he is 
obliged to wait for Opportunities to betray us, 


and to catch us by Guile. He, therefore, made 
| B uſe, 


126) 
uſe, my Brethren, of the Serpent to tempt our 
firſt Parents; to lie in Wait to deceive, is an- 
other Part of his Character. And tho' this 
Character is given of the Devil, if we were, 
my Brethren, to examine our own Hearts, we 
ſhould find many of the Tempter's Characters 
legible in us. 1 8 | 
Do not many of you love to make a Lie ? 
And if it is done in your Trade, you therefore 
look on it as excuſable ; but whither you be- 
lieve it or not, it is ſinful; indeed, my Bre- 
thren, it is exceeding ſinful. And tho' you 
may value yourſelves as fine rational Crea- 
tures, and that you are a noble Being, you 
are ſo, my Brethren, as you firſt come out 
of God's Hands, but now you are fallen, 
there is nothing lovely, nothing deſireable in 
Man, his Heart is a Sink of Filth and Pollu- 
tion, full of Sin and Uncleanneſs ; and yet, 
tho' a Man's own Heart is fo deſperately wick- 
ed, yet, my Brethren, he is told by our mo- 
dern polite Preachers, that there is a Fitneſs 
in Men, and that God ſeeing you a good 
Creature, gives you his Grace; but this, tho 
it is a modern, polite, and faſhionable Way 
of Talking, it is very unſcriptural, it is very 
much contrary to tlie Doctrines of the Refor- 
mation, or to our own Articles, it is contrary 
to the Doctrines of the Church of England, 
and yet our Pulpit rings of nothing _ 
| | than 


irs! 

than doing no one Harm, living Honeſtly, 
loving your Neighbour as yourſelves, and do 
| what you can, and then Chriſt is to make up 
the Deficiency ; this is making Chriſt to be 
half a Saviour, and Man the other Part; but 
I preach no fuch Doctrine; I ſay Chriſt will 
be your whole Righteouſneſs, your whole 
Wiſdom, your whole Sanctification, or elſe . 
Jeſus Chriſt will never be your whole Re- 
demption ; and how amazing 1s it, that the 
Miniſters of the Church of England ſhould 
act quite contrary to what they ſubſcrib'd to! 
Good God |! if theſe are the Guides of the 
Ignorant, and eſteem'd to be the true Mini- 
ſters of Jeſus, becauſe they have a great Share 
of Letter-Learning, when at the ſame Time 
they are oaly the blind Leaders of the Blind: 
and without a ſpecial Providence they both 
will fall into the Ditch. _ 

No Wonder, my Brethren, at People's 
talking of the Fitneſs and Unfitneſs of Things, 
when they can tell us that the Spirit of God 
is a good Conſcience, and the Comforts of the 
Holy Ghoſt conſequent thereupon. But this 
is wrong, my dear Brethren, for it ſhould be 
ſaid, the Spirit of God are the Comforts of 
the Holy Ghoſt, and a good Conſcience _ 
{ſequent thereupon. Seneca, Cicero, Plato, 
any of the Heathen Philoſophers, would ho 
given as good a Definition as this; it means

no more, my Brethren, than relating we 
have done ao, - 

But let theſe modern, polite Gentlemen, 
and let my Letter-learned Brethren, paint Man 
in as lovely Colours as they pleaſe, I will not 
do it, I dare not make him better than the 
Word of God does; and if I was to paint 
„Man in his proper Colours, I muſt go to the 
Kingdom of Hell for a Copy ; for Man 1s by 
3. full of Pride, Subtilty, Malice, Envy, 
Revenge, and all Uncharitableneſs; and what 
are theſe but the Tempers of the Devil? and 
Luſt, Senſuality, Pleaſure, theſe are the Tem- 
pers of the Beaſt. Thus, my Brethren, Man 
is half a Beaſt, and half a Devil, a motiy 
Js Mixture of the Beaſt and Devil. And this 1s 
the Creature that has made himſelf ſo obnoxi- 
ous to the Wrath of God, and open to his 
Indignation, that is told that he muſt be Part 
his own Saviour, by doing good Works, and 
what he can't do Chriſt will do for him. 

This 1s giving the Tempter great room to 
come in with his Temptation; he may preſs 
a Soul to follow moral Duties, to go to Church, 
take the Sacrament, read, pray, meditate, the 
Devil is well content you. ſhould do all theſe, 
if they are done in your own Strength, or it 
you go no farther than here, you are only go- 


ing a oocher Way to Hel. 
Thus, 
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Thus, my Brethren, you may fce who it 1s 
that tempts us. But 


II. Why he tempts you is the ſecond Thing 
I am to thew you. | 

Tt is out of Envy to you, and to the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, he endeavours to keep you from 
cloſing with Jeſus; and if he can but keep 
you from laying hold by Faith on Chriſt, he 
knows he has you ſafe enough, and the more 
Temptations you are under, and according 
to the Nature and Greatneſs thereof, you are 
more hurried in your Minds; and the more 
_ unſettled your Thoughts and Affections are, 
the more apt you are to conclude, that if you 
were to go to Chriſt, at preſent, in all that hur- 
ry of Mind, he would not receive you ; this 1s 
the Policy of the Tempter, to make you have 
low and diſhonourable Thoughts of the bleſſed 
Jeſus ; and fo by Degrees he works upon your 
Minds, that you are careleſs and indifferent 
about Chriſt. This, this, my Brethren, is 
the Deſign of the Tempter. Nothing will 
pleaſe him more than to fee you ruin'd and 
loit forever. He tempts you with that End, 
that you may loſe your Intereſt in Jeſus Chriſt, 
and that you may dwell with him and apoſtate 
Spirits to all Eternity. He knows that Jeſus 
Chriſt died for Sinners, yet he would fain keep 
Souls from ſeeking to this City of Refuge for 

1 1 SGhel⸗ 
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Shelter, from going to Gilead for the true 
Balm. 0 Ts | 
It is he that rules in thy Heart, O Scoffer, 
O Phariſa, the Devil reigns there, and en- 
deavours to blind their Eyes, that you ſhall 
not ſee into what Danger you are in; how 
much Evil there is in thoſe Hearts of yours, 
and as long as he can keep you eaſy and un- 
concern'd about your having your Hearts 
changed, he will be eaſy; tho' if he can, he 
will tempt you to fin againſt him, till you 
are hardened in your Iniquity: O, my Bre- 
thren, do not give the Devil a Handle where- 
with he may lay hold .on you: Alas, my 
Brethren, it is no Wonder that the Devil tempts 
you, when he finds you at a Play, a Ball, or 
- Maſquerade, if you are doing the Devil's 
| Work, it is no Wonder if he preſſes you in 
'the Continuation thereof; and how can any 
ſay, Lead us not into Temptation, in the Morn- 
ing, when they are reſolved to run into it at 
Night ? Good God! Are theſe Perſons Mem- 
bers of the Church of England? Alas, my 
Brethren, when you have gone to Church, 
and read over the Prayers, it is offering no 
more than the Sacrifice of Fools; you ſay 
Amen to them with your Lips, when in your 
Hearts you are either unconcern'd at the Mat- 
ter of what you are about, or elſe you think 
that the bare ſaying of your Prayers is ſuffi- 
5 cient, 
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cient, and that then God and you has bal 
lanced Accounts. 

But, my dear Brethren, do not deceive your- 
ſelves, God is not mocked. You are only 
ruming yourſelves for Time and Eternity. You 
pray when you ſay the Lord's Prayer, Lead 
us not into Temptation, when you are tempt- 
ing the Devil to come and tempt you. 


III. I ſhall now, my dear Brethren, point 
out ſome of the Ways, and Means, he makes 
uſe of to draw you to himſelf. 

But, my Brethren, this is a Field fo large, 
and I am but juſt begun to be a Soldier of 
Jeſus Chriſt, that I cannot name many unto 
you. But I ſhall be very ſhort, my Brethren, 
on this Head. 

He endeavours to make you think Sin is 
not ſo great as it is; that there is no Occaſion 
of being ſo over-ſtrit, that it is to be righte- 
ous over-much ; that you are Oftentatious, 
and you will do yourſelf Harm by it; you 
will deſtroy yourſelves. He ſhows you, my 
Brethren, the Bait, but he hides the Hook; 
he ſhows you the Pleaſure, Profits and Ad- 
vantages that attends Abundance of this 
World's Goods, but he does not ſhow you 
5 Croſſes, Loſſes and Vexations that You 

have while you are in the Injoyment of

And when he finds he cannot allure you by 
Flattery, he will try you by Frowns: And 
{ce what the Terrors of this World, the being 
deſpiſed and look on as a, Parcel of Rabble; 
- will ſtir up People to point at you, and 
, Here comes another Troop of his Followers : 
| He will ſtir them up to jeer, ſcoff, backbite 
and hate you; but if he ſtill finds this will 
not do, then he throws Doubts, my Brethren, 
and Diſcouragements i in your Mind, whether 
the Way you are 1n 1s the true Way or no; 
or elſe he will tell you, What do you expect 
to be ſaved by Chriſt ? alſo, He did not die 
for You, You have been too great a Sinner 
You have lived in Sin ſo long, and committed 
Sins againſt Chriſt, which he will not forgive. 
Thus he hurries poor Sinners almoſt into De- 
_. -: 
; And very often, when the People of God 
are met to worſhip him, he fends his Agents, 
the Scoffers, to diſturb them. We ſaw an In- 
ſtance of their Rage juſt now; they would 
fain have diſturbed us; but the Lord, my 
Brethren, was on our Side, and ſo prevented 
all the Attempts of wicked and def igning 
Men, to diſturb and diſquiet us. Lord Jeſus 
forgive them who are thus perſecuting thy 
Truth; Jeſus, ſhew them that they are fight- 
ing againſt Thee, and, that it is hard for them 
to kick againſt the Pricks. Theſe, my Bre- 


thren,

thren, are a few of the Ways Satan takes, in 
his Temptations, to bring you from Chriſt: 


Many more might be named ; but, my Bre- 


thren, theſe are ſufficient to keep you on your 
Guard, againſt all that the nth can do 
to hinder you fr yu coming to Chriſt. 


IV. I come to ſhew you how 200 you 
ought to be with Jeſus Chriſt, either not to 
lead you into Temptation, or to preſerve you 
under them. 

And' here, my dear Brethren, let me be- 
ſeech you to go to Jeſus Chriſt ; tell him 
how you are aſſaulted by the Evil One, who 
lays in Wait for your Souls; tell him, you 
are not able to maſter him, in your own 
Strength, beg his Aſſiſtance, and you ſhall 
find him ready to help you; ready to aſſiſt 
you, and to be your God, your Guide, your 
Comfort, your Saviour, your All : He will 
give you Strength to reſiſt the fiery Darts of 
the Devil; and, therefore, you can no weie 
find one ſo proper to relieve you, as Jeſus 


Chriſt ; he knows what it is to be tempted, 


he was tempted by Satan, in the Wildernets, 
and he will give you the Aſſiſtänce of his Spi- 


rit, to reſiſt the Evil One, and then he will 
fly from you: Therefore, my dear Brethrenn, 
in Chriſt Jeſus, you ſhall have the Strengtg 


you ſtand in Need of, the Devil ſhall have 
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no Power; therefore fear not, for in the Name 


of the Lord, we ſhall overcome all our ſpiri- 


tual Amalekites: Let the Devil and his Agents 


rage, let them breathe out Threatnings, yea, 


let them breathe out Slaughters, yet we can 
rejoice in this, my Brethren, that Jeſus Chriſt 
hath them in his Power, they ſhall go no far- 
ther than he permits them; they may rage, 
they may rage horribly, but they can go no 
farther, till they have got more Power from 


on high. 


If, my Brethren, they could do us what 


| Miſchief they would, very few of us ſhould be 


ermitted to ſee our Habitations any more ; 
but, bleſſed be God, we commit ourſelves to 
his Protection; he has been our Protector hi- 
therto, he will be ſo ſtill. Then earneſtly in- 
treat of the Lord to ſupport you under thoſe 
Temptations which the Devil may aſſault you 
with; he is a powerful Adverſary, he is a cun- 
ning one too; he would be too hard for us, 
unleſs we have the Strength of Chriſt to be 
with us. But, my Brethren, let us be look 


ing up unto Jeſus, that he would ſend his 


Spirit into our Hearts, that he would keep us 
from falling. O, my dear Brethren, in Chriſt 

eſus, how ſtands it now between God and 
your Souls? Is Jeſus altogether lovely to your 
Souls? Is he precious unto you? TI am ſure, 
my Brethren, it you have not gone back from 


Chriſt

Chriſt he will not from you ; he will root 
out the accurſed Things of this World, and 
dwell in your Hearts. You are Candidates for 
Heaven ; and will you mind Earth ? What 
is all the Pleaſures of Earth, without an In- 
tereſt in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ? And one 
Smile from him is more to be defired than 
Rubies, yea more than the whole World. 

O you, my dear Brethren, who have found 
Jeſus Chriſt aſſiſting you, and ſupporting you 
under all the Temptations of this Life, wall 
you forſake him? Have you not found binn a 
gracious Maſter? Is he not the chiefeſt of ten 
Thouſand, and altogether lovely ? Now you 
ſee a Form and Comelineſs in Chriſt, which 
you never ſaw before. Oh! how do you and 
I wiſh we had known Jeſus ſooner, and Oh 
that we had more of his Love ; 'tis conde- 
ſcending Love, 'tis amazing, 'tis forgiving 
Love, 'tis dying Love, 'tis exalted and inter- 
ceeding Love, and it 1s glorified Love ; me- 
thinks when I am talking of the Love of 
Jeſus Chriſt, which loved me before I loved 

bim, he ſaw me polluted in Blood, full of 
plaguy Sores, a Slave to Sin, to Death and 
Hell, running to Deſtruction, then he paſſed 
by me, and faid unto my Soul, Live; he 

ſnatch'd me as a Brand pluck'd from the 
Burning. It was Love that loved me, it was 


ail of the free Grace of God, and that only. 
'. ON 
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Oh my Brethren, that little Experience I have 
had of this Love makes me amazed at the 


Condeſcenſion, the Love and Mercifulneſs of 


the bleſſed Jeſus, that he ſhould have Mercy 
upon ſuch a Wretch as I. Ob, my Brethren, 


the Kingdom of God is within me, and this 


fills me ſo full of Love, that I would not be 
in my natural State again not for Millions of 
Millions of Worlds; for I long, Oh! how I 
long to be with Jeſus, to live with the Lord 
that bought me, and to ſing Hallelujahs unto 
him, to live forever with the Lamb that was 


lain. Alas, my Brethren, Eternity itſelf will 
be too ſhort to ſet forth the Love of the Lord 


Jeſus Chriſt. I cannot, indeed, my Brethren, 


I cannot forbear ſpeaking again, and again, 


and again, of the Lord Jeſus. 

And if there are any here who are Stran- 
gers to this Love of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, do 
not deſpair, my Breihren, come, come unto 
Chriſt, and he will have Mercy upon you, he 
will pardon all your Sins, he will heal all 
your Backſlidings, he will love you freely, and 
he ſhall take you with himſelf. Come there- 
fore, O my guilty Brethren, unto Jeſus, and 
you ſhall find Reſt for your Souls. You need 
not fear, you need not deſpair, when God has 
had Mercy upon ſuch a Wretch as I, and he 
will fave you allo, if you will come unto him

Why do ye delay, O my guilty Brethren, 
what do you ſay, you were poor, and there- 
fore aſhamed to come? It is not your Poverty 
that Chriſt mindeth ; come in all your Rags, 
in all your Filth, in all your Pollution, and 
he will fave you. Don't depend upon any 
Thing but the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, do not 
ſtand out an Hour longer, but give your Hearts 
to Chriſt, give him the Firſtlings of the Flock, 
come unto him now, leſt he ſhould cut you 
off before you are prepared, and your Soul 
ſent to that Pit from whence there is no Re- 
demption. F i 
Then do not waver, my Brethren, but 

give him that which he deſires, your Hearts; 
it is the Heart the Lord Jeſus Chriſt wanteth, 
and when you have an inward Principle 
wrought in your Hearts by this ſame Jeſus, 
then you will feel the Sweetneſs and Pleaſure 
in Communion with God. Oh confider, my 
Brethren, the Love of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
in dying for you; and are you reſolved to 
{light his dying Love? Oh, my Brethren, your 
Sins brought Chriſt from Heaven, and I hum- 
bly pray to the Lord that they may not be a 
Means of ſending you to Hell. What Lan- 

uage will make you leave your Sins and come 
to Chriſt ? oh that I did but know! that it 
lay in my Power to give you this Grace ; not 
one of you, not the greateſt Scoffer here

ſhould not go hence before he was changed 
from a natural, to a ſpiritual Life; then, then, 
my Brethren, we would rejoice and take ſweet 
Council together; but all this is not in my 
Power; but ] tell you were you may ha ve it, 
and that of the Lord Jeſus; he will give it to 
you if you ask it of him, for he has told us, 
Ast and you ſhall receive; therefore ask it of 
him, and if you are repulſed, again and again, 
intreat him more, and he will be unto you as 
he was to the poor Syrophonician Woman, 

who come to Chriſt on account of her Daugh- 
ter, and if ſhe was ſo importunate to him for 
a Body, how much more ſhould we be ſoli- 
citous for your Souls? and if you ſeek to him, 
in Faith, your Anſwer will be to you as it 
was to her, Thy Faith hath ſaved thee, be it 
as thou would t have it, 

Oh, do not forſake the ſeeking of the Lord; 
do not, I beſeech you, neglect the Opporuni- 
ties which may be offered to you, for the Sal- 
vation of your Souls; forſake not the aſſemble- 
ing of yourlſelyes together, to build up, my 
Brethren, and confirm and ſtrengthen thoſe 
who are weak in Faith; to convince Sinners, 
that they may feel the Power of God pricking 
them, in their Hearts, and make them cry 
out What muſt we do to be ſaved ? 

The Devil and his Agents have their Clubs

of Drunkenneſs; they are not aſhamed to be 
ſeen and heard, to do the Devil, their Maſter's 
Works; they are not aſhamed, I ſay, to pro- 
claim him; and ſure, my Brethren, you are 
not aſhamed of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; ſure 
| you dare proclaim that Jeſus, who died that 
| you might live, whe will own you before his 
Father and all the holy Angek : Therefore, 
dare to to be ſingular Good ; be not afraid of 
| the Force of Man, but ſet it, as a Flint, that 
all the Threats of the Men of this World may 
not move you: What is the Loſs of all the 
Grandeur, or Pleaſure, or Reputation of this 
Life, compared to the Lols of Heaven, Chriſt 
and our Souls? and as for the Reproaches of 
the World, do not mind them, my Brethren, 
when they revile you, never, never do you 
revile again, do not anſwer Railing with Rail- 
ing; but in let Love, Kindneſs, Meekneſs, 
Patience, long-ſuftering, be found in you as 
they were in the bleſſed Jeſus, therefore, I 

beſeech you, do not neglect the frequent com- 
ing together, and telling each other what great 
| Things Jeſus Chriſt hath done for your Souls. 

I do not now as the Phariſees ſays, I do 
encourage you to leave your lawful Callings, 
your Buſineſs, in which God, by his Provi- 
| dence, hath placed you; for you have two 
Callings, the one a general, and the other a 
ſpecial one, and it is your Duty to 9 your 
ami- 
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Fümiles, and if you neglect it out of any 


Pretence whatſoever, of going to Church or 
to Societies, you are out of the Way of your 
Duty, and offering that to God which he 


commanded you not. But then, my Brethren, 
you are to take Care that the Things of this 
Life do not eat out the preparing for that 


which is to come ; let not the Buſineſs of the 
World make you be unmindful of your Souls; 
but in all your moral Actions in he Buſineſs 
of Life, let all be done with a View to the 
Glory of God, and the Salvation of yo 


Souls. 


The Night draws on, and obliges me to 


haſten to a Concluſion, tho, methinks, I could 
ſpeak till my Tongue clave to the Roof of 
my Mouth, yea, till I could ſpeak no more, if 
it was to fave your Souls from the Paws of him 


who ſeeketh to devour them. 
Therefore, let me beſeech you, in all Love 
and Compaflion; conſider you, who are Pha- 


riſees, you who will not come to Chriſt, but 


are truſting to yourſelves for Righteouſneſs, 
who think, becauſe you lead civil, honeſt, 
decent Lives, all will go well at laſt ; but let 
me tell you, O ye Phariſees, that Harlots, 
Murderers, and Thieves, ſhall enter the King- 

dom of God, before you; therefore, do not 


flatter yourſelves of being going to Heaven, 


when you are in the broad Way to Hell; 9

vou will throw away your Righteouſneſs 
and come to Chriſt, and be contented to let 


Jeſus Chriſt do all upon you, for you, and in 
you, then Chriſt is willing to be your Saviour; 
but if you bring your good Works with you, 


and think to be juſtified on the account of 
them, you may ſeek to be juſtified by them 
forever, by the Works of the Law, and never 
be juſtified thereby ; No, it is only the Blood 
of Jeſus that waſheth and cleanſeth us from 
Filth and Pollution of all our Sins; and you 
muſt be ſanctified before you are juſtified ; 
you muſt be cleanſed of your Sins, of your 
Filth, before you are juſtified before God ; 
tho' this is denied by our Letter-learned Clergy 
of this Day. But it is contrary to the Scrip- 
ture, or to the Articles of our own Church: 
As for good Works, we are juſtified before 
God without any Reſpect to them, either paſt, 
preſent, or to come; when we are juſtified, 
good Works will follow our Juſtification, for 
we can do no good Works, till we are clean- 
ſed of our Pollution, by the Sanctification of 
the Spirit of Gd. 

O, ye Scoffers, do ye come and ſee this Je- 
ſus whom you have crucified; this Lord of 
Glory whom you have deſpiſed; and if you 


will but come to Chriſt, he will be willing to 


receive you, notwithſtanding all your Perſecu- 


tion you have uſed towards his Members: 
C However, 
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f However, if you are reſolved to perſiſt in your 


Obſtinacy, remember Salvation was offered to 


vou, that Chriſt and free Grace were propo- 


ſed; but you refuſed to accept of either, and, 
therefore, your Blood will be el at your 
own Hands. 
I ſhall only ſay this unto you, That however 
you may deſpiſe either me, or my Miniſtry, 
I ſhall not regard it, but ſhall frequently ſhew 
you your Danger, and propoſe to you the Re- 
medy ; and hal] earneſtly pity and pray for 
you, that God would ſhew you your Error, 
and bring you home into his Sheepfold, that 
you, from ravenous Laon, may become 
peaceful Lambs. 
And as for you O, my Brethren, who de- 
fire to chooſe Chriſt for your Lord, and to ex- 
perience his Power upon your Souls, and as 
yet, do not find your Deſires and Prayers an- 
ſwered; Go on, my Brethren, and Chriſt 
will manifeſt himſelf unto you, as he does 
not unto the World; you ſhall be made to ſee 


and feel this Love of Jeſus upon your Souls; 


you fhall have a Witneſs in your own Breaſt, 
that you are the Lord's, - therefore, do not, my 


Brethren, fear, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt will 
bring you here, he will gather you from his 
Elect when he comes at the Day, that great 


Day of Accounts, when he will judge every 


one according to the Deeds done in the Body,

whether they be Good, or whether they be 
Evil: And, Oh that the Thought of anſwer- 
ing to God for all our Actions, would make us 
more mindful about the Conſequence that 


would attend it. 
And now let me addreſs all of you, High 


and Low, Rich and Poor, one with another, 


to accept of Mercy and Grace while it is offer- 
ed to you; now is the accepted Time, now is 
the Day of Salvation, and will you not accept 
it now it is offered unto you ? do not ſtand out 
one Moment longer; but come and accept of 
Jeſus Chriſt in his own Way, and then you 
ſhall be taken up at the laſt Day, and be with 
him for ever and ever: And ſure this ſhould 
make you deſirous of being with that Jeſus: 
who has done ſo much for you, and is inter- 


ceeding for you now, and preparing of Man- 


ſions for you, where may we all arrive and 
fit down with Jeſus to all Eternity.
